Buckley’s success and work ethic are 
probably no surprise to Wade Cook, her 
former coach at Romulus High School, 
either. Under his guidance, Buckley earned 
a number of honors, including a second- 
place finish at state and an All-American 
designation during her junior year.

Romulus Leaders Stunned by Defeat of Casino Legislation

Legislation that would have cleared the 
way for an Indian casino in Romulus was 
soundly defeated (298-121) in the U.S. 
House of Representatives on June 25. 

Following a heated debate that divided 
Michigan’s two most powerful Democratic 
congressmen, John Dingell and John Con- 
yers, the House rejected a land settlement 
claim that would have given the Sault Ste. 
Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians land in 
Romulus in return for land that the State 
of Michigan took into trust for the tribe, 
but then illegally sold, more than a century 
ago. | e 
In a statement issued by Aaron Pay- 
ment, chairperson of the Sault Ste. Marie 
Chippewa, he expressed his disappointment 
in the House vote, which “would have 
ended a sad chapter in Michigan’s history,” 
but he promised to “continue to fight to 
resolve this illegal land taking and bring 
thousands of much-needed jobs to our 
state.” 

Congressman Dingell whose district 
includes the City of:Romulus, was also 
strongly disappointed. 

“At a time when our country is trying 
to create opportunities for those who want 
to work, the House rejected a bill that 
would have provided 7,000 Michigan resi- 


dents with good-paying jobs,” Dingell said 
in a statement issued Wednesday afternoon. 
“In a dark corner of a Maryland prison, Jack 
Abramoff [a former lobbyist who pled guilty 
to conspiracy, fraud, and tax evasion] is smil- 
ing right now. This was his battle and while 
he wasn't around to finish it, a new batch 
of lobbyists relied on his tactics to squelch 
the voices of the people of Michigan. 

“Meanwhile in Nevada, there are bil- 
lion-dollar gaming interests pouring cham- 
pagne and toasting the rascals who led this 
effort,” Dingell continued. “Their dollars 
drowned out the wishes of my constituents, 
the opportunity for 7,000 new jobs and the 
need to settle a legitimate long-standing 
land claim in Michigan.” 

Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert, who 
has fought for a casino ever since his citys 
voters approved gambling in 2003, said he 
was disgusted by the House decision. 


“This vote wasnt about what was best — 


for our residents and our economy, and it 
wasnt about justice for Michigans Indian 
tribes. 

“Tt was pure politics, and it makes me 
sick.” 

Among those criticized by Lambert was 
Congressman Conyers of Detroit, who, in 
Lambert's view, opposed the legislation to 
protect his city’s casinos from competition. 


Calls to Congressman Conyers’ office 
had not been returned at press time. 

Other opponents of the so-called land 
swap asserted a number of arguments to 
support their position. They believe that: 

e Since Romulus is hundreds of miles 
from the disputed tracts, which are 
located in the Charlotte Beach area of 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula, the agree- 
ment would amount to an “unprec- 
edented expansion of off-reservation 
gambling.” 

e With more casinos than state universi- 
ties already operating in Michigan, the 
casino market is currently “saturated.” 

e The jobs and tax benefits gained from 
gambling are outweighed by detrimen- 
tal factors such as increased crime. 

When asked if the House vote had ef- 
fectively eliminated any chance of getting 
an Indian casino in Romulus, Mayor Lam- 
bert said he would be talking to other 
elected officials, tribal members, and attor- 
neys in the next few weeks to examine all 
possible options, ae taking the is- 
sue to court. 

“We're not giving up on this,” he 
stated, “It means too much to the people 
of our community, who are desperate for 
the jobs and economic growth that a ca- 
sino would bring to Romulus.” UO
